Searching through its 
paragraphs it is .possible to pull qut the ingre- 
dients needed to support almost any approach

It Is strongest on curriculum 

develooina ItB recommendations through the 

tradUionaf medium of school- subjects and 
most tentative about alternative form * i erf cur- 
riculum organization and leaming. It has ta 
avoided having to seriously consider the cur 
riculum learning process as- a whole, and 
implicitly encourages schools to continue to 
sec the problem of curriculum organizahon-as 
exclusively to do with school subjects and con- 
tent. The paper refers to schools needing to 
develop several kinds of analysis as working 
tools of curriculum planning. We are .left to 
work out what this actually means. ■ 

Yet for schools so much of importance in 
this paper depends fpr successful mu° vat km on 
alternative “tools. of curriculum planning to 
the subject-centred approach, which will no 

• doubt dominate debate on the paper. 

Comprehensive education was the. stimulus 
for much of the curriculum development of the 
sixties and early seventies. The period is 
regarded by many as one characterized more- 
by the enthusiastic work of individuals rather 

• than Cor any sense of real progrew, towajg 
developing a curriculum which optimises the 
learning of the wide range of abilities in com- 

Pre irS»»r model of the echoo. cor- 
• riculum based on subjects 19 the main reason 
why curriculum development is inhibited, and 
why the history of curriculum innovation is 
characterized by faltering progress. 

The primacy of subjects achieves tWsma 
number of ways. It eqcourages teadmm to 
emphasise what is unique about their subject 
disdpllnes, by focusing on the ccDtentoflearn- 
ingat the expense of the process. This in tarn 
Inhibits dialogue across the curriculum, and 
‘ nrovides a difficult context for ..the develop-

might include policies on language develop- 
ment, numeracy development, assessment and 
evaluation and in-service education). ^ 

Then there is the tendency for subjects to be 
seen as part of a.hierarchy of 
naturally affects the status of teadiers within a 
school.

Douglas Johnson on a new. history of colonization 


Revolutionary Empire. Hie Rise of the English- 
Speaking Empires from the Fifteenth 'Century to 
the 1780s. By Angus Calder. 

Jonathan Cape £16.50. 

This is an appropriate moment to discuss the 
history of colonization and empire. And 'this for 
two reasons. The one is that everyone would 
like to know why it was that men ' began to 
form and live in colonies far distant from their 
native lands. The other is that now that im- 
perial history appears to be rounded .off, so that 
the History of the British Empire .can be 
regarded as an episode in British history which 
has known its beginnings and its ending, there 
is the need to know more about the origins of 
that empire. 

It usad to be’ said that, down to the beginning 
of the nineteenth century at least; events out- 
side Europe- rarely affected the development of 
European issues, and the history of the expan- 
sion of the European peoples beyond the sea 
had to be regarded as a mere appendix to 
domestic history. It was in Macaulay's view, 
because .Frederick of Prussia bad robbed a 
neighbour whom he had promised to defend, 
that red men scalped each other by the great 
lakes of North America and black men fought 
each other on the coast of Coromandel. It was 
not the other way round. But since we believe 
in the continuity of history, since we recognise 
that change is scarcely ever abrupt or -complete; 
so we. realise that the' struggle of the European 
nations for trade and power in the Indian 
Ocean, on the shores of Asia, and in the Carib- 
bean and Gulf of Mexico, needs to be - studied 


in its origins and early development. 

There is a tendency today to regard coloniz- 
ing as one of the least useful forma of human 
activity; some would go so far as to describe it 
as having been either foolish or harmful. It is 
often regarded as (he result of discontent. In 
seventeenth-century England there wete non- 
conformists who sought to avoid religious 
persecution; farmers who were weary of manors 
ial Incidents; landowners searching for that stab- 
ility which rising prices and falling rents had 
made so elusive at home. Bat colonizers could 
not have been pessimists. They needed to have 
self-confidence, and they had to have 
confidence in certain principles, such as the 
English organization of society or the quality of 
their particular religious beliefs. They needed 
too to possess some financial resources, and one 
has to equate early colonization with the 
accumulation of funds in the bands of certain 
classes In 'the south of England. Colonization 
coincided with the first flush of capitalism. 

Thus this form of history involves the his- 
torian in all types of history, whether it is the- 
history of mental attitudes (the sense of adven- 
ture; for example) or technical questions involv- 
ing the development of shipping and navigation. 
It requires a bold man to try and tell the story 
-of the English-speaking Empires, from their 
origins to the period of their greatness, and Dr 
Calder is to.be congratulated on his courage. 

The present large volume is the first of two 
(with the hint of a third), and it shows that he 
is not working to any heavily designed sche- 
matic plan. He seeks for the picturesque and. 
the impressionistic and at times goes in for the 
“pointilllste", while at the same time telling us 
about the researches and the conclusions of 


many specialist scholars. Not everyone will like 
this means of presentation; students may well 
despair of using this book as a . work of 
reference; the author's ideas about history and 
its myths, about race and exploitation, about 
Scotland and Ireland, are sometimes puzzling 
rather than helpful. But Dr Cafder is always 
interesting. * ' 

If one wanted to be mean onejcould say, so 
he should be interesting. He has g^good story to 
tell. Knowing everything that we<do about the 
British connexion with India, and being con- 
scious of how it is all heavy wilh implication, 
the story of first English contacts With India 
have a particular fascination. ThS first’ English 
vessel to reach an Indian port anchored near to 
Surat, on the north-western coast ‘in -1608. This 
was nearly eight years since the charter had 
been issued granting exclusive lights to the 
Company of Merchants In London, trading to 
the East Indies, the exclusive right of trading 
beyond the Cape of Good Hope; to the Straits 
of Magellan. The captain was John Hawkins’ 
and It was unfortunate that the letter he bore, 
from King James I, was addressed to a Mughal 
Emperor who. was by then dead. ' 

The story of Hawkins’s negotiations are in 
themselves curious. To begin with he spoke 
Turkish fluently, although how this came about 
we are not told. Then he became' the close 
companion of the ruling Emperor for some 
three years, marrying an Armenian girl who 
had been chosen by the Emperor, and he lived 
at court for some two years. But he was con- 
stantly harried by the Portuguese Jesuits whose 
one desire was to keep the English out, and he 
was frustrated by the Emperor's Unfailing ability 
to keep oh changing his mind about trading 


concessions. After he hod left, an EneiitW^ \ 
under Sir Henry Middleton attacked I . 
Indians und the Portuguese and insisted aZ 1 
trading on his own terms. Thus the hlsforvS • •

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There are aspects of a person that 
some of us would like to see 
developed and that the normal cur- 
. riculum does not seem to cater for, 
except indirectly and sometimes 
accidentally. These aspects are such 
. things as social skills, self-awareness, 
self-worth, sensitivity to others and 
aocfal concern, attitudes that may 
well be more useful in later life than 
aU that we' try to teach in the normal 
curriculum. This project comes as 
near, I think, .to achieving some suc- 
cess in encouraging growth in these 
areas as anything I have met." 
Comments from a School in Cumbria. 

The set of .teachers’ guides for a 
five-year programme of tutorial work 
was written by a group of secondary- 
. teachers in Lancashire, under ■ the 
guidance of two curriculum 
development officers, Harry Weils 
and Jill Baldwin, working at the 
Burnley and Blackburn curriculum 
development centres. Five books, 
have been published*, dealing with 
the personal and social education of 
youna people in school, from the age 
Df 1 1 to 16 years, and the group la 
currently writing a similar guide for 
- sixth form tutors. 

The '‘Lancashire Project" grew out 
of Dr Leslie Button's Developmental 
Group Work Project which is based at 
Swansea University, with which the 
curriculum • development officers 
were associated, in' 1973— 1975** 
The books wore written. Initially, as 
fl local curriculum development pro- 
ject, in response to the demand by 
teachers for materials and guidance 
in their role as form tutors. This 
demand had arisen in Lancashire as 
a result of in-service training under- 
taken by Ken David, the former 
SWA**? with special responsi- 
bility for Education for Personal 
Relationships.

Followed closely by a critical look at 
their aims for pastoral work, teachers 
began to recognize the need fpr a 
more structured approach to helping

The problem for the curriculum 
development officers working in the 
teachers' centres was not only how to 
provide the materials which the 
teachers were asking for, since there 
did not appear to be a great deal 
available, but, more importantly, 
how to give the teachers mIIm with 
which to approach their form tutor- 
iDg m such a way as to actually affect 
their pupils’ personal skills and 
engage them in their own growth and 
development. 

The curriculum development offic- 
ers turned to the methods of working 
wdth groups of young people from 
the Developmental Grpup Work Pro- 
ject, and sought to apply these to the 
content for pastoral work already 
identified by teams of tutors and 
heads of year. This content, in turn, 
was extended by the work of Doug- 
las Hamblin, also at Swansea Univer- 
sity, particularly in the area of 
developing study skills.

schools to adopt and implement the 
Active Tutorial Work materials. For 
it is "teacher style" which makes 
even the most carefully documented 
programme unique in every class- 
room situation. If helping young 
people to understand themselves and

Presentation of . Health Education in 
the classroom has changed over the 
past few years from a limited approach 
of sex/hygiene education ana ‘from 
heavy concentration on the health 
problem to a more all embracing 
positive presentation of educating for 
health. 

- Some readers may, in fact, dis- 
approve of some of the changes that 
are taking place, especially if they feel 
health education should deal with 
warnings related to health behaviour. 
The current development of the 
Schools Counci [health education pro- 
. jects and the Active Tutorial Work, to 
.name but two, are encouraging a 
deeper look at all aspects. of health - 
• Tne presentation of the projects nas 
encouraged teachers to look at health . 
from not only the physical, but social' 
and emotional viewpoints. With the. 
development of such projects comes a 

S reater need for examination of coor- 
i nation and planning required ■ to 
implement health education In the 
curriculum. 

-Newcastle upon Tyne teachers, 
through the Health Education Curricu- 
lum Study Group, kept abreast of the 
changes taking place m henlth educa- 
tion over, the past decade and have 
produced a series’ of publications to 
assist teachers. The latest of these is a 
document How are You Man?,, a 
colloquial term used to describe a 
detailed strategy for health education 
in schools. 

In producing the document, the 
writing team has sought to define the 
roles of those participating in health 
education in schools; tocianfy. undog- 
matically, the aims and objectives of 
health education; to encourage schools 


to assess the need for health education 
in their curricula and to show how 
health education in schools, in terms of 
^organization and course planning, may 
be effectively started. The writing 
group has considerable practical ex- 
perience of health education in prim- 
ary and secondary schools, although 
the strategy is aimed principally at 
those leaching children in middle/ 
secondary age range. 

The booklet offers, to those who 
' want it, an outline of logical steps that 
can be taken when, introducing health 
education into the school. The ques- 
tions '. that a head teacher may ask 
him/ herself before he/she introduces 
health - education into the curriculum . 
are discussed. What prompts head 
teachers in to considering health educa- 
tion in their schools andthe arguments 
for and against are interesting and yet 
are a necessary part of the process 
through -which many heads will pass* 
before considering time-tabling health 
in the- curriculum. The role of a 
steering, committee, its functions and 
Its composition are considered. The 
various tasks for such a group are 

S sted and also how they can' be 
riiented.

Assessment of the needs of 
pupils and the relative importance that 
parents and teachers attach to health 
issues are discussed. Examples of how 
the work of J.W. Balding can help in 
this assessment work are shown. Illus- 
trations of questionnaires and grids are 
given.

The syllabus and syllabus maker 
Many teachers will be interested in 
the examples given of the syllabus and 
comparisons chosen.

A longr term follow-up has recent- 
ly been completed involving 167 pupils 
who took part in the initial trials. Six 
schools were revisited: two nine, iwo 
seven and two six months after the 
completion of the initial trails. 

Alter a short reinforcement prog- 
ramme, improvement in either plaque 
or gingival scores recorded after the 
initial three week programme had been 
maintained in five schools, and signm- 
• cant reductions averaging 15 per cent 
in plaque levels were recorded after the 
remforcement. Though not antici- 
pated. reductions in gingival scores 
were also recorded after reinforcement 
in two schools. 

A further trial of the programme is 
also takihg place under the control of 
the Scottish Health Education Group, 
with materials and evaluation supplied 
by the Deptal Health Study. Early 
pilot results show significant reduc- 
tions in plaque and gingival scores. 

Seventy-three teachers completed a 
questionnaire. Response rate was 84.9 
per cent. The* general response of
